Evidence Speaker 
Scores Book By 


Paul Blanshard 


Fort Wayne — Many of the 
statements made by Paul Blan- 
shard in his book, “American Free- 
dom and Catholic Power” are false 
and without documentation, Prof. 
James M. O’Neill, of Brooklyn Uni- 
versity, declared in a Catholic Ev- 
idence Lecture Sunday, Dee. 10. 


“The book does more to create 
antagonism against Catholics than 
anything ever has,” 
O’Neill said. He said the attacks 
of the Ku Klux Klan and other 
like groups were weak and trans- 
aa compared to Blanshard’s

_ Speaking of Blanchard’s critic- 
ism of the Catholic Board of De- 
cency as censorship, the speaker 
said the decision of this board 
represents the personal opinions of 
the men and women making them 
and are not real censorship. He 
compared the Board of Decency’s 
recommendations to the writings of 
music, book and movie critics. 


The speaker said that Blanshard 
accuses the Catholic Hierarchy of 
being opposed to the expansion of 
social service as represented by 
the accomplishments of the New 
and Fair Deals. Professor O’Neill 
said, however, he had facts to show 
that the Catholic representatives 
in Congress had voted on the lib- 
eral side more often than the non- 
Catholics and that these men were 
in no way ruled by the hierarchy 
as Blanshard intimates.

Threat Of War 


Vatican City—(Radio, N. C.) — 
The prayer crusade for peace 
launched by His Holiness Po 
Pius XII with a special — t 
Mass here Dec. 8 promised to be- 
come a mighty plea to God as Ordi- 
naries throughout the world began 
instructing their flocks to join the 
Holy Father in a_ pre-Christmas 
novena of prayers for peace. 

These worldvide prayers for 
amity among nations were requeést- 
ed by the Holy Father in his Ency- 
clical Epistle, “Mirabile Tiiud,” in 
which he urged a “sacred struggle, 
as it were, to offset that abomin- 
able strife which threatens the 
whole human family with so many 
dangers.” The 1,200-word encycli- 
cal is called “Mirabile Illud” from 
its first two Latin words. 

The Pontiff had urged Catholics 
to join him in prayer as he offered 
a special midnight Mass Decem- 
ber 8 and recited the Rosary by 
radio. The encyclical also asked 
that “prayers be repeatedly offer- 
ed” for peace during the Church’s 
customary novena in preparation 
for Christmas. 


WANT PEACE 


The gravity of the Pope’s plea 
was underlined when he noted that 
“with anxious mind We behold 
peoples engaged in a fearful prepa- 
ration for war while in certain 
places a horrible fury of slaughter 
is already reaping its harvest of 
courageous, youthful lives.” 

The Holy Father called attention 
to the fact that “the numberless 
multitudes of the faithful from al- 
most every nation flocking to 


Rome as devout pilgrims dur- 
ing the course of the Holy 
Year, have provided .. a 


solemn testimony to everybody 
that the peoples of the world do 
not wish for war nor discord nor 
hatred, but ardently desire peace, 
unity of minds and that Christian 
love which alone can be the source 
of a better and more happy era for 


The thought of a new world war 
is the more horrible, the Pontiff 
stated, because modern weapons 
“oftentimes strike not merely 
armies but also civilians and even 
innocent children, women, the aged 
and infirm, and likewise sacred 
buildings and most outstanding ar- 
tistic achievements.” 

War has as a “necessary con- 
comitant” the further loss of 
wealth, the Holy Father pointed 
out, which brings even greater eco- 
nomic hardships to all peoples, 
“and in particular those of the 
poorer classes.” 


DIVINE HELP NEEDED 


_ The Pope noted that the compos- 
ing of differences between nations 
is at times beyond human ability, 
and added: “If it is difficult and 
beyond human capacity, then we 
must have recourse in prayer and 
supplication to the heavenly Fa- 
ther, as down through the centuries 
in times of crisis our forefathers 
have done with happy and salutary 
results.” 

“Wherefore We strongly urge 
and exhort you,” the Holy Father 
told the Bishops of the world, “to 
arrange for public supplications 
;and to invite your flocks to implore 
peace and concord for peoples: so 
that under the patronage of re-

Every one of us professes to be 
a follower of Christ, a bearer of 
Christ, a Christopher. We cannot 
be excused when we regard our 
faith as something entirely private 
for our own personal practice only. 
By Confirmation we became mem- 
bers of the “priesthood of the 
laity,” and it is the duty of the 


‘laity, who live as neighbors to 


those who do not know Christ, 
to spread the cause of Christ. The 
clergy cannot do it because they 
reach only members of their own 
flock through the pulpit. 


When we read that St. Patrick 
entered Ireland when there were 
no Catholics there at all, and wit- 
nessed, before he died, the whole 
nation in the one fold of Christ, 
we certainly cannot assume that 
he did this work entirely alone, 
or through the few clergy under 
his jurisdiction. It was the lay 
apostles who helped him most. 


The same may be said of Ger- 
many. Certainly St. Boniface 
could not have alone converted that 
whole nation to the faith. Nor 
could Cyril and Methodius have 
similar success in the Slav 
countries; nor St. Stephen in Hun- 
ary. In fact, most converts, even 
in the days of the Apostles, were 
made by the laity whose lives drew 
the attention of non-Christians to 
the faith, to which they gave cred- 
it for the beautiful characters 
which Christianity had produced.

It was from this group that Fa- 
ther Sigstein recruited the first 
two members for his new com- 
munity, “The Society of Missionary 
Catechists.” They had been promis- 
ed to Bishop Wehrle of Bismarck, 
North Dakota, who had advised 
and encouraged Father Sigstein 
from the start. But with apostolic 
generosity, good Bishop Wehrle re- 
linguished his claim on the two 
Catechists when he heard of the 
serious conditions prevalent in New 
Mexico and the grave danger 
of losing whole families to the 
Faith — families that had been 
Catholic for generations: so the 
first Catechists found themselves 
at work in Watrous, a town of the 
Sante Fe Archdiocese. That was 
in 1922.

According to a 1948 census there 
are in the Philippine Islands 


13,760,083 Catholics out of a total 
population of about 17,000,000, or 
about 80% of the whole. These are 
served by 2,053 priests, represent- 
ing one priest to every 7,000 Cath- 
olics. Many of these priests are 
teachers in colleges and univer- 
sities and, therefore, are not par- 
ish priests. It is hardly necessary 
to say that one priest cannot 
properly look after 7,000 people, 
and that his church would not be 
large enough for him, at two 
Masses, to accommodate even one- 
half of those committed to his care. 


There are only 320 students in 
15 Major Seminaries, and since 
that course extends over six years, 
it means that only 50 would be 
ordained each year for the many 


|| dioceses, hardly replacing those 


who die or become incapacitated 
because of age or infirmity. 

Enemies of the Church often 
refer to the Philippine Islands as 
a priest-ridden country, but if you 
will remember that there is one 
Protestant minister in the United 
States to every 300 members, and 
one priest in the Philippine Islands 
to every 7,000 members, you will 
understand how silly that charge 
1s. 

As to Africa, there is a great

“I am becoming orthodox because 
I have come, rightly or wrongly, 
after stretching my brain till it 
bursts, te the old belief that heresy 
is even worse than sin, and error 
is more menacing than a crime, 
because an error begets crime.” 


Error has been consistently 
taught in place of truth to the 
millions of people in Russia for 
the past 32 years. It was taught 
under Hitler to the Germans for 
about ten years. It has been 
taught, the world ever, through 
propaganda in various forms about 
various things for the one purpose 
ef deceiving the people. 


Considering the consequences of 
error, as revealed in our most con- 
fused world teday, one must 
agree with the philosophy of Ches- 
terton — and he was a great phil- 
osopher. ’ 

The “heretic” may not have been 
treated too humanly during the 
Spanish Inquisition, or in Protest- 
ant England and Switzerland, but 
heresy itself was regarded as an 
evil by the State, as it must nec- 
essarily be in the eyes of God Who 
is Truth itself. God cannot be in- 
different towards truth or error. 
He would cease to be God if He 
placed both on an equal plane, or 
if He did not actually take a very 
positive stand against error.

formed. We teach them to be honest for their own good name’s 
sake, and because it is a sin, and not point out how certain people 


become dishonest. We try to cure a person’s temper by urging him 
to practice patience and to control himself. The best authorities, 
even among non-Freudian psychologists, agree that the Catholic 
way of training children to purity and chastity, by precept and 
example, works out one-hundred per cent better than classroom 
instruction on sex. In this spheré familiarity too often breeds 
desire—not contempt. vf 

If parents are at fault because they do not instruct their 
children, as occasion presents itself, on the subject of sex, they 
are a hundred times more at fault in allowing them to read any- 
thing they like, to have dates as freshmen or sophomores in high 
school, in throwing them into an occasion of sin. Parents’ 
standards are also usually the standards of the people next door. 
If John and Kate of the Jones’ are allowed to keep steady company 
at the age of 15 or 16, long before they will have a job; if there is 
no supervision kept over the reading matter of John and Kate, the 
Smith parents, their neighbors, do not think that they are obligated 
to treat their own John and Kate any different. Juvenile Delin- 


quency is, therefore, chiefly the result of parental delinquency. 
The Catholic Church teaches that the Lord is not likely to 
bless the marriage which is not prepared for by chaste conduct. 
In fact God makes it very clear in Holy Scripture that He will not. 
He even declares that “the devil has power over those who so 
prepare for marriage as to shut God out of their lives.” But He 
will bless a marriage when the parties to it will have prepared 
themselves for it by prayer for such a blessing, and by chaste 
conduct which merits such a blessing.

On the last play of the first half 
that day, Frank Tripucka, first 
string Irish quarterback, suffered 
a minor back injury and was car- 
tied from the field. That put 
everything up to 18-year old Wil- 
liams, then a sophomre and the 
number two quarterback. 


It is true that he had played in 
other games on the schedule, but 
like other reserves didn’t enter 
any contest until the issue was 
decided, and he was being put in 
to gain playing experience. There- 
fore, I prefer to think that the 
eareer of Williams really began in 
the second half of that 1948 game 
when he made his first appearance 
under pressure. He came through 
too, as he guided the Irish to come 
from behind in the closing minutes 
of the contest and gain a 14-14 
tie. 

That was his start, and he went 
on to gain all-American honors as 
a quarterback in 1949 and again 
this past season. Then came this 
season’s finale, once again against 
Southern Cal. and in the LzA. col- 
iseum,. And the finish for Williams 
came under the same circumstances 
as had: been the case two years 
before when Tripucka bowed out. 


Williams suffered a minor back 
injury and was carried from the 
field. . . late in the fourth quar- 
ter and unhappily with his team 
behind, 9-7. Being, I guess, more 
of a fan than a writer, I’ve stood 
up on four or five occasions over 
the past 15-20 years, when I knew 
that a certain outstanding player 
was leaving the field for the last 
time. Corny, I suppose, but it was 
just my own personal way of pay- 
ing a tribute to that individual. 
Well, as Bob Williams was car- 
ried off a couple of weeks back, 
I was standing up. He was a great 
one. And so was his sidekick, Jerry 
Groom, Notre Dame team captain 
and center, who himself was helped 
off the playing field a few min- 
utes later. Again, I was standing. 
I guess, however, | was even more 
wen of Groom a few minutes 
ater, the game over, and Southern 
Cal victorious. 

Jerry, battered and bruised, but 
able to walk under his own power, 
first went to the Trojan dressing 
room, before going to his own 
team’s quarters, and delivered to 
the winners a short effective con- 
gratulatory talk. If ever there has 
been a champion in defeat, it has 
been Jerry Groom this past sea- 
son. 


‘Come From Behind’ 
While on the Pacific coast, I

n every one of his epistles, St. 
Pa insists on the unity of the 
Church. Although he mentions in- 
dividual local churches in certain 
cities (Col. 1V-15-16), he also 
makes it clear that they are parts 
of one Church in every place (1 
Thess. 1, 8; 1 Cor. I, 2; 2 Cor. HI, 
14). Paul likens the Church to the 
unity of the human body which, 
constituted of many members, is 
one perfect whole (Rom, XII, 4-8; 
1 Cor. XII, 12-27; Eph, IV, 3-16; 
Acts X, 28). 

St, Ignatius of Antioch, who 
lived during the first century and 
part of the second, wrote to the 
same people of Smyrna, to whom 
%. John wrote, as follows: “Where 
the Bishop is, there let the multi- 
inde of believers be; even as 
where Jesus Christ is there is the 
Catholic Church” (Ad, Smyrna 
Vill, 2). 

The work entitled “The Martyr- 
dom of St. Polycarp,” written in 
the year 155, mentions the “Cath- 
dic Church” in three passages 
(VIII, 1; XVI, 23, XIX, 2). 

Clement of Alexandria (Stom. 
Vil, 18); Origen (in Jos. XIX, 8); 
Tertullian (Adv. Marcion IV) 
wrote in the same strain. Imitat- 
ing Tertullian, St. Augustine uses 
the word “Catholica” 240 times to 
designate the Church to which he 
was converted, and which he de- 
fended against various sects which 
arose in his day. 

St. James, one of the original 
Apostles, became the first Bishop 
of Jerusalem, and could, in no 
sense, be called a Baptist, any 
more than Peter. 


Minister

ciples and practices of the Sav- 
or and His Apostles. The first 
Baptist Church in Jerusalem was 
hot swallowed up by the Catholic 
Church, and the principles and 
practices of said church have never 
ceased to exist. Rather they have 
had a continuation through all the 
centuries until this present time. 
What is more, historians of note, 
not Baptist, say so. In 1819 the 
King of Holland appointed Dr. 
Ypeig, Professor of ology in 
the University of Groningan, and 
Rey, J. J. Dermont, chaplain to 
the King, both learned men and 
ogg of the Dutch Reform 

ureh, to prepare a history of 
their church. They did so. In the 
authentic volume they devoted one 
chapter to the Baptist. In this 
chapter they made this statement: 
We have now seen that the Bap- 
tists who were formerly called 
Anabaptist, and in later

according to the order of Melchi- 
sedeck” ‘(Psl. CI-4), and by the 
Prophet Malachi who 600 years 
before Christ, foretold that the 
Gentiles would have a sacrifice 
which would be a “clean oblation 
offered in every place from the 
rising -of the sun even to the going 
down” (Mal. I, 10-11). We read 
in the work entitled “Teaching of 
the Twelve Apostles,” written 

the year 100, A.D., that the 
Mass was the Sacrifice foretold by 
Malachi (Ch. XIV). 


We are not familiar with the 
work of Dr. Ypeig, or with the 
minister of the Dutch Reform 
Church, whom you quote, but the 
most reliable historians of modern 
times attach little weight to works 
written immediately after the Re- 
formation whether in Germany or 
Switzerland or Holland or Eng- 
land, because their authors wrote 
to justify the establishment of the 
new religions. They not only went 
out of their way to poison people 
against the Catholic Church, but 
Reformation historians in each 
country wrote violently against 
other Reformers. 


You probably are aware that 
the Communist rulers in every 
country behind the Iron Curtain 
are now repudiating the entire 
history of these countries as pre- 
viously written, and ordering it 
to be re-written according to the 
wishes of Moscow. Rosenberg, un- 
der Hitler did the same thing for 

any. 

_ We have an example of how 
aroused prejudices and self inter- 
ests lead to contradictory versions 
of history on our own Civil War. 
Northern historians certainly did 
not represent the southern cause 
correctly, nor did the southern 
historians treat the north without 
prejudice. That war even alienated 
various southern sects from the 
north, creating a split, which has 
not yet been healed. 


Historians Converted 


Two Deans of History at Co- 
lumbia University, both Protes- 
tants, became Catholics. by doing 
research work of their own. This 
is also true of a Dean of History 
of the New York University. 

Cardinal Newman was for years 
as prejudiced against the Catholic 
Church as any one could be. He 
wrote many articles against the 


Church. But by studying ancient | 


Christianity from the writings of 
the early Fathers themselves, he 
was converted to the Catholic re- 
ligion, and wrote in retraction of 
much that he had previously 


nned. 

The Waldensians had no connec- 
tion with Baptists. This organiza- 
tion was started according to thor- 
oughly Catholic ideas, namely, that 
penance must be preached and 
that a life of poverty is highly re- 
commended. They came in conflict 
with the Catholic Church when 
they began to reject doctrines 
taught throughout Christendom for 
all centuries. Neither has it re- 
mained the same church as it was 
in the twelfth century, after it 
became detached from Rome. 

According to Americana, whose 
article was composed from various 
non-Catholic historical works, they 
became “amalgamated with. the 
Hussites.”

What the Cardinal writes offers 

no support of the religion of the 
Baptist or of the Anabaptist. He 
Says “ ‘if’ the truth of religion 
were to be judged by the readiness 
and cheerfulness which a man in 
any sect shows in suffering, then 
the opinions’ and persuasion of no 
sect could be truer or surer than 
that of the Anabaptists.” 
_ The Baptists as they are known 
in the world today did not exist 
at the time of the Council of Trent. 
Anabaptists, in the sense of small 
groups of people in several coun- 
tries who refused to accept the 
validity of Baptism by the. pour- 
ing of water on the head, might 
be found, but they are not the 
successors of those to whom the 
name Anabaptist was given in the 
third century and they certainly 
are not successors of the apostles. 
Modern Baptists hold that the 
Bible is the sole rule of faith; 
but in the third century nobody 
had possession of the New Testa- 
ment Bible—not because it was 
withheld from the people, but be- 
cause no one knew which among 
the score of reputed inspired writ- 
ings circulating in the Near East 
in those days, were actually in- 
spired. Remember that the Church 
was in the Catacombs for nearly 
three centuries, and was not per- 
mitted by law to hold any Council 
at which the determination of the 
inspiration of the New Testament 
Scriptures could be considered. 
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Christ would show a woeful lack 
of understanding and appreciation.

It’s Our Job 


Now, the work of “preaching 
the gospel” obligates Catholics 
more than any others. Through 
the Sacrament of Confirmation 
we were inducted into the 
“priesthood of the laity,” to pro- 
mote Christ’s religion in many 
ways: 

1) By being creditable wit- 
nesses through their good Chris- 
tian example. We know that the 
moral law or the Ten Command- 
ments cannot be abrogated, can- 
not be modified, and that they: 
bind people in this twentieth 
century after Christ as they 
bound people in the twentieth 
century before Christ. There- 
fore we must prove to our non- 
Catholit neighbors and to all 
who observe our lives that ft is 
possible and, with the help of the 
Sacraments, easy to observe 
these laws. 


2) We Catholics should be- 
come well informed in our relig- 
ion so that we may be able to 
explain it to others and answer 
their questions. This is not at 
all difficult, if, after finishing 
school, our boys and girls would 
try to review what they learned 
from the Catechism in the up to 
date and more understandable 
way through the articles in this 
paper and pamphlets dealing 
with our doctrines and practices. 

The average youth finishes 
school without having the least 
grasp of what he was taught 
through the little Catechism be- 
cause he depended on his mem- 
ory, and not on his mind, which 
was not sufficiently developed to 
grasp the significance of what 
he was taught. But the reading 
of good books and pamphlets 
after school days would make 
everything clear, and since the 
whole system of Catholic teach- 
ing and practice is so logical and 
coherent, it is easy to learn. 

Sharing the faith, God’s

There is a real grinding persecu- 
tion of religion in progress in 
Yugoslavia. When Bishop Michael 


J. Ready of Columbus returned 
from Europe a few days ago, he 
brought “the indisputable facts of 
the continual and cruel persecu- 
tion of the Church in Yugoslavia.” 


Bishop Ready said 378 priests 
have been put to_death since the 
communists began their operations 
in Yugoslavia; that more than 400 
other priests are at present in 
prison; that priests hot yet im- 
prisoned are subject to_ communist 
pressure, including arbitrary ar- 
rest, night raids on parish houses 
and long hours of grilling; that 
all religious orders of women in 
Slovenia and Bosnia-Herzegovina 
have been dissolved; that more 
than one-half of all the seminaries 
in the country have been closed; 
that every Catholic school, hos- 
ital, old folks home and orphanage 

been confiscated, that the 
communists have placed “intoler- 
able restrictions on the teaching 
of religion”; that students for the 
priesthood have been arrested on 
charges of “vagrancy” and sentenc- 
that priests have 
been subjected to physical torture 
by the communists to extract “con- 
fessions”; that the once-flourish- 
ing Catholic Press in Yugoslavia 
is no longer allowed to exist, and 
that the government - controlled 
communist press of that country 
keeps up a steady campaign of 
abuse against the Church through 
articles and cartoons. 


“We demand that Tito’s gov- 
ernment give evidence of its con- 
stitutional pledge about human 
liberties by putting an end to its 
bloody persecution,” Bishop 
Ready said.

One of the Family 
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St. Mary's Speaker Says 


‘Chinese People 


Notre Dame — “The Chinese 
people would welcome the invasion 
of Communist China as a libera- 
tion,” the Rev. J. de Jaegher, a 
missionary of over 20 years in 
China said in a visit at St. Mary’s 
College recently. 

This picture of the Chinese sit- 
uation was given by a priest who 
has made an on-the-spot study of 
the Chinese Reds since 1927, and 
who has just come from Washing- 
ton where he testified before Far 
Eastern section of the state depart- 
ment, the F.B.I. and the intelli- 
gence department. He also spoke 
at West Point, and Annapolis. 

“Most of the people of China are 
pro-American,” he assured... “The 
early years under communism con- 
ditions were good, but gradually 
all rights were taken from the 
people. Now they have only atroc- 
ities and iron-fisted rule.” 

Father de Jaegher, a Belgian by 
birth, knows that barberous treat- 
ment well. Many of his fellow mis- 
sionaries and many of his friends 
have been taken away and shot as 
foreign spies. His own bishop has 
been sentenced to an orphanage 
where he is fed only sorgo, a high- 
ly indigestible grain cereal, used 
mostly for forage. A Red spy fol- 
lows the bishop about to see that 
he eats nothing else. 

De Jaegher himself has been ar- 
rested five times by the Reds, and 
believes his life was spared only 
because of his medical skill. All 
his books were confiscated and he 
is forbidden to perform religious 
ceremonies. Each night under the 
cover of darkness the missionary 
travels from village to village to 
perform his duties as a priest. 
Then during the day he rests from 
the perilous job of keeping a step 
ahead of the communists. In one 
village the communist mayor him- 
self helped Father de Jaegher to 


escape.

“A show of strength is the only 
thing these communists know and 
the only way to stop them is by 
force. They will keep an agreement 
only as long as the settlement is 
useful to them,” the missionary 
commented, “you lose by any 
agreement with them.” 


“The A bomb would be such a 


show of strength,” he pointed out. . 


“But few people in China know of 
the A bomb. The Reds told them 
the Jap surrender was due to Rus- 
sian military intervention, so they 
never knew of the A bomb_ being 
dropped.” | 


Father de Jaegher believes that 
the liberation of China should be 
artly accomplished by Chinése 
orces themselves in the armies of 
Chiang Kai Shek. This would give 
the Reds less propaganda fuel for 
labeling the U.N. forces as imper- 
ialistic foreigners. 

“The Russian-indoctrinated Chi- 
nese put their military-political 
tactics to work and conquered 
China. The Chinese Red leaders all 
took two years training in one of 
four Chinese universities in Rus- 
sia. And true to their Marxian 
ideals they feel that as commun- 
ists they must conquer the world.” 


“A defeat of U.N. forces in Kor- 
ea is just the medicine the com- 
munists want,” the priest stated. 
“Then they could tell the people, 
‘Look we defeated % of the

world’s armies.’” « 

Despite his experiences the mis- 
sionary maintains a constant grin 
which he frequently turns into a 
hearty laughter. 

“After 2% years in a Jap con- 
centration camp and 20 years un- 
der Red rule,” he said, “the ab- 
surdity of their tactics and suspic- 
ions is downright laughable. Even 
though they are cunning as the 
devil himself.”
